Legislation to give Nebras- 


ka an all-star presidential pri- 
mary election and to return 
the selection of all delegates 
to national political conven- 
tions to a vote of the people 
won 6-2 committee approval 
Fnda\. 


The bill, LB164, sponsored 


by Sen. Marvin E. Stromer of 
Lincoln, was sent to the floor 
for debate by the Government 
and Military Affairs Commit- 
tee. 


A l s o advanced on a 7-0 


count was a bill to transfer 
Otoe County from the First 
to the Second Congressional 
District. 


Eliminated 


The bill, LB811. had been 


amended in committee Thurs- 
day to also move Burt County 
from the First to the Second 
District, but that proposal was 
eliminated to satisfy the ob- 
jections of Sen. C. W. Holm- 
quist of Oakland. 


Stromer hailed the action on 


LB164, and urged all citizens 
''who want to express them- 
selves freely to appeal to the 
Legislature to embrace t h e 
provisions of the bill." 


Today, he declared, 
"The 


political parties of Nebraska 
have been returned to the peo- 
ple." Enactment of the meas- 
ure would "minimize the de- 
structive efforts of a chosen 
few in the "Republican hier- 
archy," he said. 


LB811, another S t r o m e r 


measure, had originally pro- 
posed the transfer of Otoe, 
Saunders and Dodge Counties 
from the First to the Second 
and Nuckolls from the Third 
to the First in order to equal- 
ize population among the dis- 
tricts. 


Based On 1960 


Under the committee plan, 


the First District would hold 
514,004, the Second District 


would number 421,198 and the 
Third w o u l d remain un- 
changed at 476,128. All figures 
are based on the 1960 census. 


The plan would reduce the 


greatest population disparity 
between districts from t h e j 
current 125.812 to 92,806.

lars will ultimately be distri- 
buted to the cities and vil- 
lages during 1965. 


Not For Equipment 


''All funds,'' according to 


the newly enacted law, "must 
be exclusively used for con- 


struction, resurfacing or road 
improvements, or amortiza- 
tion of bonded indebtedness 
for such improvements, b u t 
not for maintenance or equip- 
ment purchases."

ernment. 


Over 2,000 Evacuated 


Johnson said more than 2,- 


000 persons have been evacu- 
ated from the strife-torn coun- 
try, and that thousands of 
Americans and others who re- 
main are still in great danger 
because of a breakdown of 
law and order. 


In its earlier announcement 


of a cease-fire formula, the 
OAS said it was contingent on 
two conditions: 


—A guarantee of the life of 


all participants, regardless of 
affiliations, with the guaran- 
tee to apply equally to prison- 
ers and those who have taken 
asylum. 


—Acceptance of an OAS 


committee to arbitrate the 
struggle. 


Strong support for the Presi- 


dent's dispatch of troops to 
the Dominican R e p u b 1 ic 
came from former Republican 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower and from Barry Gold- 
water, the GOP 1964 presiden- 
tial nominee.

Rebels Lose Control Of 
Men; 2 Marines Killed 


Santo Domingo, Dominican 


Republic (/P) — Sporadic fight- 
ing continued Friday in the 
Dominican Republic's bloody 
6-day-old civil war, and the 
rebels admitted that they did 
not have complete control 
over their own men. 


Two U.S. Marines w e r e 


killed by bullets from the 
leftist rebels during the day's 
fighting. A dozen or m o r e 
other Leathernecks and a i r - 
borne troops were wounded, 
the first casualties 
suffered 


by American forces since they 
began landing here Wednes- 
day. 


U.S. Ambassador W. Tap- 


ley Bennett announced that 
the military junta and t h e 
rebels had agreed to submit 
the dispute to arbitration by 
an Organization of American 
States (OAS) commission. 


Safety Guaranteed 


The pact guarantees t h e 


personal safety of combatants 
on both sides, including pris- 
oners and those in asylum in 
foreign 
embassies, 
Bennett 


said. 


Bennett refused to predict 


which side would eventually 
emerge as the legitimate gov- 
ernment of the Dominican 
Republic, but he said t h e 
United States now considered 
the junta the only organized 
authority in the country. 


Fighting broke out in scat- 


tered sectors of the city dur- 
ing the night in the eerie light 
of parachute 
flares. 
T h e 


rebels, ostensibly fighting for 
the return to power of exiled 
President Juan D. Bosch, con- 
trolled more than half of the 
capital, including the massive 
Ozama Fortress. 


Executions Reported 


The old battlement fell to 


the rebels in heavy fighting 
during the day. Survivors loy- 
al to the newly installed mili- 
tary junta brought back re- 
ports that the rebels were ex- 
ecuting captured opponents. 


The survivors said the reb- 


els had set up an execution 
wall in Independence P a r k 
next to the fortress and were 
lining up their captives before 
firing squads in the style of 
the Castro revolution in Cuba. 


The U.S. casualties came as

REA Budget Appeal Collides 
With Private Power Charges 


Washington UP) — Electric 


cooperatives appealed to Con- 
gress Friday for a hefty in- 
crease in amounts the John- 
son administration is request- 
ing for the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration (REA). 


Their request for a $400 mil- 


lion budget for REA, plus a 
$70 million to $75 million con- 
tingency fund, collided with a 
contention from private pow- 
er interests that the amounts 
requested by the administra- 
tion are too high.

asked for $285 million for 
REA plus a $65 million con- 
tingency fund to be shared by 


Electric Cooperative Associa- 
tion, teamed with Clark T. 
McWhorter, chairman of i t s 
legislative committee, in ap- 
pealing for the 
additional 


REA money and denouncing 
what they called unfair tac- 
tics by some private p o w e r 
interests.

This is false because it denies the peo- 


ple a knowledge of the facts invehed and 
no government can be strong vuth an un- 
informed electorate behind it. What the peo- 
ple miss in the process is the argument

It is no different than holding a debate 


in private \\hile the audience waits breath- 
lessly outside the door for an announce- 
ment as to the winner. When the winner is 
announced, the waiting crowd applauds 
with great enthusiasm and the winner takes 
his bows. The only trouble is that it would 
make no sense. 


The Board of Education takes no offi- 


cial action in private but that is not the 
whole picture. It has frequently in the past 
made its decision in private and only gone 
into public session to make the ^nncunce- 
inent and hold an official roll call. The City 
Council does less of this than the Board of 
Education but if you want the real meat of 
what is happening in city affairs, you would 
find more of it when the council goes to 
h-r.ch together than when it sits in open 
meeting a* *he City Hall. Now, you can 
hardly expect the City Council not to go to 
lunch together as that is a rather natural

levels of government. A committee of the 
Legislature deadlocked four to four on a bill 
calling for open meetings of the Legisla- 
ture, including committees. As a result of 
this inaction, legislative committees will 
continue to meet wth the voting record of 
their members hidden from public view. 


The public will continue to be deprived 


of an important avenue of knowledge. In re- 


gard to the Board of 
Education, the Lincoln 
school system has, so 
far, narrowly avoided 
forced changes in its 


system that would be to its distinct disad- 
vantage. It has watched as a substantial 
segment of the public has taken issue with 
its practices and some of its decisions. Has 
the board ever thought that by taking the 
public more into its confidence, it could 
avoid this kind of thing? 


The board recently discussed the hir- 


ing of a public relations man. This is no 
answer, at all. It would only put greater 
distance between the board and the people. 
And the sad thing about it all is that the 
board has nothing to hide, no record that it 
needs to keep quiet.

A Matter Of Facilities 


University of Nebraska research is in- 


dicating a practical way of getting agri- 
cultural diversification. It has n a m e d 
regions where in the light of present day 
methods a diversion from bread and ieed 
grains to vegetable culture could be suc- 
cessful. It foresees a promising f u t u r e 
for a Nebraska canning industry. 


This is not a piece of day dreaming. 


Most of Nebraska has always been a po- 
tential power in this field. A generation ago 
almost every principal town had its lo- 
cal canning factory, just as almost every 
farm in southeast Nebraska had an abun- 
dant orchard. 


Why did such production become in- 


active? 


There were a number of reasons. One 


was the early day requirement for sioop 
labor, which was a hard way to make a 
living. Another was the specialization and 


development of huge canneries w h i c h 
could supply a national market. Still an- 
other was the marriage of convenience be- 
tween farming and corn and wheat. Here 
was bulk farming with a ready market of- 
fering a growing cycle more in keeping 
with the farmer's energy. This was furth- 
er emphasized by Ihe early mechanization 
of such activity. Still another was know- 
how. As the early farmer neglected mar- 
ket gardening he lost that skill, but be- 
came an expert in bread and feed grains. 


But today many areas now have irri- 


gation which minimizes crop uncertainties. 
And vegetable farming has been greatly 
mechanized. These factors are serving to 
bring the industry back into the picture. 


Nebraska has allowed itself to fall in- 


to a rut. There are an infinite variety of 
things that can 
be grown 
now, with 


irrigation and mechanization. 


Whom You Talk To 


Senate hearings on the proposed medi- 


cal care to the elderly bill brought a clash 
between Health, Education and Welfare 
Secretary Anthony J. Celcbrezze and Ne- 
braska Senator Carl T. Curtis. Celebrezze 
contended that those young people to whom 
he talked did not object to Social Security 
taxes as a means of providing for the se- 
curity of older people. 


Curtis answered that the two had talked 


to different people because those to whom 
he had talked objected to paying such 
taxes to lower the hospital expenses of 
some old person who may have an income 
of $10,000 a year. If Curtis is talking of old 
people with an income of $10,000 a year, he 
is having some pretty limited conversation. 


That income is even far higher than the 


income of the average working man, much 
less the retired people. How many people 
do most of us know, over age 65, who have 
an annual mcoivo of $10.000 a year? For 
every one you know, you can list a hundred 
on the other side. 


Senator Curtis would have us believe 


that we were creating a fat situation for a 
lot of wealthy people. Just the opposite is 
true. It is not the undeserving but the needy 
who are the object oi the health care bill 
and there are thousands of the latter for 
every one of the tormer. But Senator Cur- 
tis would apparently rather have a thou- 
sand people on hard times than risk spend- 
ing a few dollars where they might not be 
needed.

Viet Nam has passed from 


the name of a little country 
in Southeast Asia to a great 
world problem. It is our baby 
but it is a world concern. 
Hardly a country on earth 
but recognizes it as a menace 
and a name of fear. Un- 
fortunately the United States 
is on one side of the contro- 
versy and more and more the 
peoples of the world seem 
to be lining up against us. it 
is tragic to think of our great 
country in the image of a 
ruthless bully imposing it? 
will on a little country on 
the other side of the world. 
And yet the evidence seems 
to prove that most of the 
world so regards us. For 10 
years we h a v e been losing 
friends and prestige because 
of the things that are happen- 
ing in Viet Nam. 


Our best friends are telling 


us privately that while they 
give us public support, they 
deplore the g r e a t power 
struggle we are waging in 
Southeast Asia. Worse yet, 
the very definite menace of 
World War III is rising over 
the rice paddies and river 
valleys of this far-off coun- 
try. We can stop it today. We 
may1 not be able to control it 
tomorrow. If the time ever 
comes when the welfare of 
the w o r l d or the vital 
interest of the U.S. are clear- 
ly at issue, we shall fight 
with all our power as we 
have done in the past. 


But this is not the time nor 


the place nor the issue. 
When T h o m a s Jefferson 
wrote the Declaration of In- 
dependence, he said, "A de- 
cent respect to the opinions 
oi mankind requires t h a t- 
they s h o u l d declare the 
causes which impel them (o 
the separation.'1 We won the 
R e v o l u t i o n a r y War be- 
cause the world was on our 
side. Because the common 
people of Europe thrilled at 
the idea of a people taking 
up government and ruling 
themselves. We should have 
lost the Civil War had it not 
been for the moral dignity 
of our struggle against slav- 
ery. 
Our armies and navies 


today will be ineffective if 
we do not stand on the side of 
moral justice as seen by all 
the people of the earth. Great 
nations are moving to the side 
of our Asiatic enemy while 
our friends are embarrassed 
and silent. If our President 
Johnson should recall our 
military forces and leave the 
question of Viet Nam to the 
rest of the world, we would 
gain far more in the good 
opinion of mankind than we 
can possibly a t t a i n by 
dominating all the villages 
and rice fields of Southeast 
Asia.
